Vfe declare our faith in those abiding truths taught and exemplified by Jesus 
Christ — tnat every individual of every race and nation is of supreme worth, 
*hat love is the highest law of life, and that violence is to be overcome *cy positive 
^ood will. -This faith has led Friends from the beginning to oppose all war. As a 
-*3sult Friends have often refused to fight in war, to pay war taxes or to participate 
in the economy of war* We have supported world organizations to end war, simultaneously 
attempting to aid all victims of war, a3 an expression of universal human brotherhood* 

As citizens of the United States we cannot fail to be aware that our nation has 
led the world in th» development, use and production of thj most terrible weapons the 
vorld has ever Vjiown. VJe are aware that more th'an half of our gigantic federal budget 
is directed to war and war preparations; that our government is pursuing an aggressive 
; -licy of arms sales abroad; that our nation is involved in this immoral and possibly 
.-.institutional war in Asia, while other millions are dying of slew starvation. 

In this appalling ar.d critical situation the peace testimony of Friends is mere 
.^levant than ever, but our living witness is woefully inadequate. Our faith has no 
rower until it is incarnated in our lives- Tourg men who choose Conscientious Objector 
:",auus or non-cooperation wi~h the draft bear the brunt of our opposition to war.

Therefore , as Friends and Christians $ we, the members of Philadelphia Yearly 
Meeting of the Religious Society of Friends, assembled in our annual session, declare: 

•• We have supported and are supporting the medical rehabilitation project of the 
American Friends Service Committee in South Vietnam and its efforts to do 
similar work in the North, as well as its-efforts in this country to bring about 
the end of the Vietnam war; 

*• We have followed with compassionate concern the voyage of mercy of the Phoenix 
to North Vietnam and we are ourselves contributing funds for the purchase of 
medical supplies which we are determined shall reach the victims of war in all 
parts of Vietnam, regardless of any obstacles which may present thenselves; 

oo We resolve to express actively our concern for every victim or potential victim 
of war throughout the world; 

oo We resolve to give both soiritual and material aid to those who are suffering 
as a result of having taken the Conscientious Objector position; 

*• We resolve to work in every possible way and with every interested group toward 
full support of the peaceful work of the United JIations, endeavoring to increase 
its power and prestige as the best instrument of peace.
